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A BAG OF MYSTERY. 


IT UPSET THE EQUILIBRIUM OF A CAR­ 


LOAD OF BROOKLYNITE8. 


The Peace of Mind Which the Resident of 
Brooklyn Put* on With His Sunday 
Clothes Greatly Disturbed by the Strange 
Young Man's 'Action*. 


There was an odd little upisode In a 
Brooklyn trolley oar of the Flatbush line 
on a recent Sunday afternoon, wbioh 
gave rise to an amusing oomedy of con­ 
flict between the natural 'curiosity of 
human nature and the civilized obliga­ 
tion to restrain it.

The situation was painful and was 
also intensely oomioal to one passenger 
who was almost as much interested in 
watching the ill ooncealed ouriosity and 
strained nervousness of the passengers as 
in trying to fathom the mystery of the 
young man's perrbrmanoa 
Probably if

The empty shells be pnt into 
his ooat pocket, the live pops be sorted 
ont according to size or perhaps by pe­ 
culiarities whioh distinguished their 
character.

MARVELOUS JENNY LIND. 


Interesting Reminiscences of the "Swedish 
irtft-htlngalo." 


Among the most interesting of those 
of whom John Addington Symonds gives 
reminiscenoes in his recently published 
autobiography is Mme. Jenny Lind 
Goldsohmidt, of whom the image has 
faded away for the present generation, 
like that of all whose powsr was dis­ 
played on the ephemeral sphere of the 
stage. He gives a very obarming ao- 
oount of this simple minded, gracious 
and womanly singer, who had tho high­ 
est devotion to her art, saying, "Ising 
to God," and whose home life and man­ 
ners were those of simple affection and 
womanliness. 
Jenny Lind had passed 
beyond the bloom of youth when Sy­ 
monds saw her, and her marvelous voice 
was beginning to lose its power, but 
her artistic method was as pure as ever, 
and her expression as magical. The fol­ 
lowing is his impression of her singing: 


"Mme. Goklsohmidt came on seoond 
in 'On Mighty Paaans.' She was quite in 
black and looked to me an old, worn 
lady, with a large head and a small per­ 
son. 
She wore no crinoline, and her 
dress, with its loose waist, reminded me 
of grandmamma's. At the first tones of 
her voioe I quivered all over. 
It was 
not her wonderful execution, her pathos, 
varying expression, subtle inflexibility, 
that surprised me, but the pure timbre, 
wbioh so vibrated and thrilled my very 
soul that tears came into my eyes. The 
volume of tone she threw out and then 
diminished to a whisper, which per­ 
meated the room; thediniinuendoesand 
oresoendoes, the nightingale metallic 
strokes, brilliant aocents and floods of 
swift, successive notes I expeoted, but I 
had not realized such quality of voice. " 


He gives a charming pioture of the 
home of the Goldsohmidts at Oak Lee, 
and this account of the aging oantatrioe 
singing to her bird is very graceful: 


"A blackbird hung in a cage outside 
the door. 
Mme. Goldsohmidt went up 
and talked to it 'Come, pretty bird, 
pretty, pretty little bird, do give us 
a little song. We wont to hear you sing 
so muob, you pretty, pretty little bird,' 
in such a coaxing way that the bird, who 
had been shy at first, got down and 
came close to her and put its bead on 
one side to listen. Then Mme. Gold­ 
sohmidt sang to it roulades and long 
shakes and high, sharp notes which 
made the bird most inquisitive. Bnt he 
continued silent until she turned to go, 
and then he gave a loud, shrill chirrup, 
as if tooall her baok. "—Cincinnati En­ 
quirer. 


"LiTing Stones" of Falkland. 


The most curious ^peoimens of vege­ 
table or plant life in existence are the 
so called "living stones" of the Falk­ 
land islands. Those islands are among 
the moat cheerless spots in the world, 
being constantly subjected to a strong 
polar wind. In such a climate it is im­ 
possible for trees to grow erect, as they 
do in other countries, but nature has 
made amends by furnishing a supply of 
wood in the most ourious shape imagi­ 
nable. The visitor to the Falklands sees, 
soattered here and there, singular shaped 
blocks of what appears to be weather 
beaten and moss oovered bowlders of 
various sizes. Attempt to turn one of 
these "bowlders" over and you will 
meet with a surprise, because the sup­ 
posed stone is actually anchored bv roots 
of great strength.. In fact, you will find 
that yon are fooling with one of the 
native, trees. No other country in tbe 
world has such a peculiar 
"forest" 
growth, and it is said to be next to im­ 
possible to work the odd shaped blocks 
into fuel, because it is perfectly devoid 
of "grain," and appears to be nothing 
but a twisted mass of woody fibers.— 
St Louis Republic

U B L I C N O T I C E is hereby given that 
the State Poll Tax of Two Dollars foi 
the year 1895 is now due and payable at my, 
office, Room. 1, Court House, or to a deputy 


Sac. 3839 of the Political Code reads as 
follows: 


Bvery mail inhabitant of the State, over 
twenty-one and under 60 years of age, ex­ 
cept paupers, insane persons and Indians, 
not taxed, must annually pay a poll tax of 
two dollars, provided the same be paid be­ 
tween the first M nday in March and 
the 
first Monday in July, then it shall be three 
dollars. 


SEC. 3846 of the Political Code makes it 
the duty of the Assessor to "demand Poll 
T a x of every person liable therefor, and on 
the neglect or refusal of such persons to pay, 
he must collect by seizure and sale of any 
personal property owned by such person." 


Under sections 429 to 434 every person 
who refuses to give his own name or the 
name of any person in his employ, or who 
in any manner obstructs the Assessor or any 
of Us deputies in the collection of the State 
Poll Tax, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
liable to a fine of $500 or imprisonment in 
the County Jail, or both such fine and im­ 
prisonment. 


Only those persons under twenty-one of 
over sixty years of age are exempt. 
Poll 
Tax must be paid on demand.

Some of the Hybrids That Ax* BzednMd 
A w Tin* Animal •• - 


A famous Montana character is Char­ 
lie AUard of Bayalli Mr. Allaxdis fa­ 
mous inainly because he is one&& the 
owners of the largest herd of bn'ffalo in 
the country, and no man, living has 
given to these now rare animals more 
patient study and attention than he. 


"The ooldest storms of winter do not 
trouble them," he says, "for; their 
thick, shaggy coats are windproof. 
During the heavy snows and blteaards 
they climb the hills, and turning their 
breasts to the wind defy .the storm. 
They feed where the snow is thinnest 
Cattle are driven, before a storm and 
will often go with a wind 60 or 100 
miles from the aooustomed range unless 
they reach a sheltered spot Horses turn 
their backs to a storm, but the buffaloes 
face it every tima 
They seem to keep 
in about-tbe same condition of flesh the 
year round and are as good eating in 
the spring as they are in the fall, and a 
buffalo steak, is about as fine a morsel 
as ever a man made a meal of. About 
two years ago I purchased the Jones 
herd of buffalo, wbioh was at Omaha. 
There were 81 of them in the herd, and 
we paid (for I have a partner now) f 18,- 
000 for the lot Marohiel Pablo, a well 
known cattleman, has joined me in the 
business and for the past year has bad 
entire oharge of them, so that I do not 
know just exactly how many we have— 
about 140, I should judge, now, and by 
next fall there will be fully S00 of 
them. 


"We have experimented in crossing 
buffalo with all breeds of oattle, and 
the results are most satisfactory. The 
Polled Angus stock when crossed with 
the buffalo produces a magnificent ani­ 
mal. The fur is finer and closer than 
that of the buffalo, and the meat is 
Bweet and wholesome. We are produc­ 
ing as many of these animals as possi­ 
ble, but will not put any on the market 
for several years yet We are not selling 
any buffalo either, for the reason that 
we need them all at present 
We re­ 
ceive letters every day from museums, 
parks and shows wanting them in all 
quantities, and though we might dis­ 
pose, of one or two singly we have no 
pairs to sell. 


"A good buffalo hide is worth f 100 
now in the market and heads bring 
from $300 to |500 when mounted, and 
the value of these is steadily increasing, 
so that buffalo breeding is as good an 
investment as real estate. Our herd is 
about the only one I know of any 
sice. There is a small one in the Texas 
panhandle, and these, with the few 
that roam in the national park, are the 
sole remnants of the thousands which 
roamed the prairies but a few years 
ago."—Anaconda (Mon.) Standard.

"We are progressing, progressing," 
said Thomas A. Edison to a Boston 
Herald representative when informed 
that his retreat had been invaded for 
the purpose of getting information con­ 
cerning the latest and greatest of his 
inventions, the one which is being 
eagerly awaited and which very few 
have had a chance to see—that is, the 
combination of the phonograph with 
the kinetoscope, the contrivance to 
which Mr. Edison applied the term 
kinetograph on this occasion.

EXPRESSIVE HUMAN HAND."*

Muoh has been written about the 
hand. Artists have depicted its perfec­ 
tion, physiognomists have interpreted 
its shape' and expression, ohirologists 
and the gypsy queens have tried to 
prophesy from its markings. But a 
study of its peculiarities by the induo- 
tive method takes one into entirely new 
fields and shows that to interpret the 
significance of the band one must start 
on quite new lines. There is something 
perhaps in the fact that the artistio 
hand has -somewhat tapering fingers, 
but beyond this one deals with uncer­ 
tainties, and I reoolleot an idiot youth 
whose extremities had the contour of a 
genius or a Trilby. 


If one examines the hands of a large 
number of persons with a nervous en­ 
dowment, he will find curious defects in 
the length and relative proportions of 
the fingers. The length of the finger is 
determined by that of the middle one. 
If the index and medins are closed upon 
the palm, the ring and little finger be­ 
ing left extended, the middle finger 
will rjsaoh close to the place where the 
so oalled life line runs down, between 
the ball of the thumb and that of the 
little finger. It will touoh the palm just 
below the highest part of the ball of the 
thumb. The middle finger is taken as 
the standard of length by which to 
gauge that of others. In a normal hand 
the forefinger reaches just to the root of 
the middle finger, tbe*ring finger is lon­ 
ger and should reach nearly to the mid­ 
dle of the nail of the medics, while the 
little finger should reach to the last 
joint of the third finger. Now, in in­ 
ebriates, epileptics, neurotics and the 
degenerative generally these proportions 
are often not observed. The most com­ 
mon defect is shortness, especially of the 
third and little fingers, thoagh some­ 
times a disproportionate length occurs. 
Sometimes these fingers are unnatural­ 
ly slender, or the little finger is slightly 
bent The most common abnormality of 
the thumb is BioBsnive shortness, with a 
defeotive mobility. These peculiarities, 
well accentuated, from what we may 
call the "decadent hand"—the hand 
that writes our sensuous novels, the 
Hauptmann drama, paints symbolio pic­ 
tures and exploits pure atheism. 
Suoh 
hands may be well formed to the ordi­ 
nary eye and may be attached to slender 
and graoeful limbs, but this kind of 
beautiful, hand and arm is found quite 
as often among the children of aloohol- 
ioB and among those highly cultivated 
families wbioh have become degenerated 
by vioios vices and vioiouus crossing.—

Information About Theie 
Mltea of Humanity. 


The Oreek word pygmy means a meas­ 
ure from the elbow to the hand. The 
pygmies were a fabulous raoe of dwarfs 
about whom many interesting ffories 
have been told. 
According to Homer, 
they were so very small that they were 
attaoked every year by the cranes on, 
the coast of Oceanua and were unable to 
defend themselves. 


Writers of a later date locate the pyg­ 
mies at the mouth of the Nile. We also 
read of northern pygmies inhabiting the 
region of Thule, and of others that 
lived in subterranean dwellings on the 
eastern side of the Ganges. It is said 
that onoe when Hercules visited the 
country inhabited by these little crea­ 
tures two whole pygmy armies attacked 
him while he was asleep. One army 
fell upon his right and the other upon 
his left, but the hero easily and quiokly 
foiled them up in his lion's akin. 


They were not, it seems, at all afraid 
of Hercules, for by the aid of a ladder 
they olimbed up his drinking cup and 
helped themselves to its contents. 


Aristotle says: "The pygmies were 
probably some diminutive raoe in Upper 
Egypt who rode very small horses and 
lived in caves." 
He did not believe 
that the stories told about them were 
altogether fabulous.

Indeed Do Chaillu 
some time ago discovered a pygmy raoe 
in the mountainous country on the east 
of the southern great branch of the 
Ogobai. They are about 4% feet in 
height and are called Or bongos. "They 
live in the midst of negro tribes of or­ 
dinary size," says Du Chaillu, "and 
there 1B nothing remarkable about them 
except their diminutive size."—Balti­ 
more American.

Priest says: "Peter Brown, a black­ 
smith of this oity, having made his for­ 
tune, set up his eoaoh, bnt so far from 
being.ashamed of the means by whioh 
he acquired his riohos, he caused a large 
anvil to be painted on each side of MB 
carriage, with two pairs of naked arms 
in the aot of striking. The motto, 'By 
this I got y e . ' "
